DUTY TO COUNTRY ABOVE PATITY 


TIES—THE 
REPUBLICAN 
POLICY 


BECKLE33 AND REVOLUTIONARY— 
THE McKiNLEY TAHIF AND THE 
FORCE BILL BOTH UNWISE MEAS- 
URES. 


The following letter from Hoii. 


Wayne MacVeagb, Attorney General 
of the United States ifi the cabinet of 
President Garfleld in 1881, announcing 
that he will vote for Grover Cleveland, 
was given out for publication Tuesday: 


"PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—John W. 


Carter, Esq., Secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Reform Club: Your cordial 
invitation to address the citizens of 
Boston on the issues of the canvass hap- 
pens to reach me just when professional 
engagements prevent my naming a time 
when I can do so, but you are quite 
right in concluding that i intend to vote 
for Mr. Cleveland. 


Entertaining the conviction I do, no 


other course is open to me, and I cheer- 
fully accord to the supporters of Presi- 
dent Harrison the same sense of public 
duty by which I claim to be actuated. 
As both parties have presented unex- 
ceptional candidates, there is no reason 
why the differences which exist upon 
questions of public policy should be dis- 
cussed otherwise than in good humor 
and with entire respect for each other's 
opinions. 


In the present campaign what may 


fairly be called the false alarms of the 
canvass will prove of little value be- 
cause of the general confidence in the 
safe and conservative character o£ both 
candidates. The average voter knows 
that free trade is impossible in this 
country, for the conclusive reason that 
the vast revenues now required to meet 
the expenses of the government will 
necessarily afford a far higher decree of 
protection to our established and pros- 
perous manufactures than either Alex- 
ander Hamilton or Henry Clay thought 
desirable in the infancy of our weak 
and struggling industries. 
The aver- 


age voter also knows that the irredeem- 
able paper currency in use before the 
war can never reappear. 
On the other 


hand, he knows as well that no system 
of duties on imports, however inequit- 
able, can prevent our continued growth 
in wealth, in manufactures and in pop- 
ulation—a growth due to the incom- 
parable gifts of providence, the intelli- 
gence and energy of the people and the 
blessings of free institutions. 


While I am more than ever resolved 


to hold duty to country far above any 
ties of party, I find myself at present In 
general accord with the Democratic 
party and willing to trust its course in 
the future. The insight, the courage 
and the patriotism the masses of the 
party exhibited in compelling the nom- 
ination of Mr. Cleveland when he was 
without a single office-holder to support 
his candidacy seem to me to demand 
that I should meet them in the same 
spirit and act with them as long as they 
maintain that high standard of policy 
and of administration. It is the more 
easy to do so because the Republican 
party, securing its return to power four 
years ago by promising to preserve mat^ 
ters as they were, at once embarked 
upon what I regard as a reckless and 
revolutionary policy, even overturning 
all the safeguards of legislation in the 
House of Representatives in their haste 
to pass the force bill and the McKinley 
bill, both, to my mind, unnecessary and 
unwise measures. 


The opposition to the force bill, as 


not only sure to create far greater evils 
than it could cure, but as also subver- 
sive of the rights of the States, has be- 
come so earnest and widespread that it 
is said to have been abandoned, but it 
must not be forgotten that only two 
years ago sucli a measure was warmly 
advocated by President Harrison, ear- 
nestly supported by the 
Republican 


party and very narrowly escaped be-

There is no pretense, however, that 


the McKinley bill is abandoned. On 
the contrary, our express approval of it 
is demanded. 
No doubt that bill, 


which I cannot but think was an un- 
called-for disturbance of the then ex- 
isting tariff, greatly benefltted a few 
interests, but certainly it greatly op- 
pressed many others. Of the protected 
industries themselves many were then, 
as now, in far more urgent need of free 
raw materials than of higher protection, 
hut with raw materials on the free list 
the bill could not have passed, for those 
having such materials for sale controlled 
enough votes to defeat it, and they were 
very likely to do so if their bounties 
were discontinued. The manufacturers 
needing free raw materials were, there- 
fore, obliged to join in the objectionable 
process of increasing prices by restrict- 
ing production, thus adding to the 
number of trusts, by which the price of 
the necessaries of life is placed at the 
mercy of unlawful combinations of cap- 
ital. It is not surprising that labor, 
believing itself Jo be oppressed, soon 
rose in revolt, and civil war has actually 
raged this summer in four different sec- 
tions of the country. 
And, of course, 


the farmers, paying more for what they 
buy and getting less for what they sell, 
grow poorer day by day, and excellent 
farms in some of the most fertile sec- 
tions of this most highly protected State 
M-ill hardly bring the cost of the build- 
ings upon them. 


But the economic evils, however great, 


of the McKinley bill and the unreas- 
onable system of protection it repre- 
sents are of far less importance to my 
mind than the moral evils which follow 
in their wake. 
In deciding for what 


purposes the masses of the people may 
be taxed it must not be forgotten that 
taxes have a wonderful capacity for 
filtering through all intervening ob- 
stacles till they reach the bowed back of 
toil and resting there, and therefore the 
giving of bounties, under any form of 
taxation, is mainly the giving away of 
the wages of labor. The sad truth that 
the curse of the poor is their poverty 
is illustrated in nothing more clearly 
than ia the undue share they suffer of 
the burdens of taxation. 


But apart from this consideration, 


required for public purposes, or may 
they also be imposed for the pecuniary 
advantage of such persons or classes as 
are able to control congressional action 
in their favor ? It seems to me like a 
travesty on taxation to require, as the 
McKinley bill does, the farmer who 
grows corn in Indiana to pay a bounty 
to the farmer who produces cane sugar 
in Louisiana, or to require the farmer 
who grows wheat in Pennsylvania to 
pay a bounty to the farmer who pro- 
duces maple sugar in Vermont, but it is 
nearer tragedy than travesty to tax the 
masses of the people to increase the 
wealth of the very wealthy owners of 
most of our protected industries. 


But even such inequality and injustice 


are the least of its evils, for while such a 
system endures political corruption is 
absolutely sure to increase, as such a 
system not only invites, but it requires 
the corrupt use of money, both at the 
polls and in Congress. It is of its very 
essence that "fat" shall be "fried" out 
of beneficiaries. 
Who shall happen to 


do the "frying" or who shall happen to 
distribute the "fat" upon any particu- 
lar occasion is mere matter of detail, but 
while that system lasts both will continue 
to be done by somebody. 


And the evils of a system of legislative 


bounties, so far from stopping, ouly be- 
gins with those bouuties secured to the 
industries protected by the tariff. The 
disastrous course of the Republican 
party on the silver question is an apt il- 
lustration of this truth. It ought to be 
an honest money party, and it would be 
if it could, but while it demanded in- 
creased bounties for its favorite manu- 
facturers, it could not refuse increased 
bounties to the silver producers, as tha 
votes they control were probably neces- 
sary to the passage of the JIcKinley bill. 
So situated the Republican party had no 
alternative but to pass the silver law of 
1890, 
doubling the purchases of silver 


and requiring the building of more ware- 
houses in wliich to store the useless 
metal. The total purchases made by 
the government amount to hundreds of 
millions of dollars, and would not realize, 
if resold, one-lialf their cost, while the 
poison of a debased currency, whose 
work, however slow, is sure, is making 
itself daily more and more felt in every 
channel of business and finance, and is 
inevitebly driving gold out of the coun- 
try and leading us to all the evils of a 
fluctuating and therefore dishonest cur- 
rency based upon silver alone. The Re- 
publican party cannot take any effective 
steps toward repealing the bill, for the 
silver men are very likely, if their 
bounty is stopped, to so vote that the 
bounties of the McKinley liill will stop 
also. 


The abuses of the pension system fur- 


nish another apt illustration of the evil 
sure to follow such a system of legisla- 
tion. If Congress was to levy taxes 
upon the people to confer bounties upon 
certain classes of manufacturers, it was 
very natural that the i>ension agents 
should also join hands to increase their 
fees by an indiscriminate granting o£ 
pensions. The result is that nearly a 
generation after the close of the war 
there is a, steady increase of the vast 
sums passing through the pension 
agents' hands until 
now the total 


amount staggers belief, and has become 
of itself a very serious burden upon the 
treasury. From the day of Lee's sur- 
render until now no single voice has 
ever been raised against tlie most gen- 
erous provision for every person who had 
any just claim upon the gratitude of the 
country; but surely there is neither rea- 
son nor justice in legislation which de- 
stroys all distinction between .the dis- 
charge of duty and the shirking of it, 
between loyal service and desertion of

the colors, between wounds received in 
battle and diseases contracted in the 
pursuits of peace. 


There is still another great and in- 


creasing evil chielly traceable, in my 
opinion, to the maintenance of an ex- 
cessive tariff since the war and the con- 
stant meddling with it to make it high- 
er, and that is the bringing to our shores 
of those vast swarms of undesirable im- 
migrants who degrade American labor 
by their competition and threaten the 
stability of institutions based upon an 
intelligent love of country. Just as the 
duties upon imported merchandise have 
increased so has the grade of imported 
labor been lowered, until now, under 
the McKinley bill, there are coming here 
every month many thousands of more 
ignorant and therefore less desirable 
laborers than ever before. It is not easy 
to exaggerate the moral evils they are 
likely to inflict upon our social order and 
our national life.

AN A1ILE IXDICTMENT OP HARBI- 


SON'S ADMINISTATIOJT. 


The issue in this campaign is the Re- 


publican record of the last four years. 


It is a very bad record. It is a record 


of wrongdoing, of unfair favoritism in 
legislation and of scandalous misconduct 
iu administration; a record of reckless 
squandering; of the debauchment of the 
public service; of corruption in office and 
in getting office, and of shameful mal- 
practices hi the attempt to retain power 
regardless of the popular will. 


The administration and the Fifty-first 


Congress came into power by plain pur- 
chase. The Republican party in 1888 
secured its triumph by selling legislation 
short. 


Abandoning all that it had professed 


and all that its leaders, living and dead, 
had taught concerning the limitations of 
right in tariff legislation, it framed a 
platform in Chicago in which it offered to 
monopolists such tariff rates as they 
should desire for their enrichment at the 
expense of the people, in return for con- 
tributions to tlie campaign fund. 


The offer was accepted. The money 


was paid, and with it the notorious cor- 
ruptionlst, Matthew Quay, with his lieu- 
tenant, Dudley, was set to buy the elec- 
tion. IVlien the funds ran low John 
Wanamaker purchased an option on a 
cabinet office by securing an additional 
contribution of $400,000 from the buyers 
of legislation upon a margin. 


When the Congress thus elected came 


together the Republican majority was 
too narrow and urn-crtum to do the work 
it had promised. It could not deliver the 
legislative goods it had sold to monopo- 
lists without resort to further unfairness 
and wrong. It proceeded to unseat 


he minority whom tlie peo- 


ple had elected and to seat Republicans 
whom the people had refused to elect, 
and not a man in all the majority was 
brave or honest enough to raise a voice 
in protest. 


When the time came for debate the 


majority decided not to permit debate 
lest the truth be made plain to the peo- 
ple. 


The rules of the house were revolution- 


ized. A dictator of peculiarly arbitrary 
will was placed in the chair, who sup- 
pressed discussion, overrode all considera- 
tions of fairness, changed the house from 
a deliberative body into a mere machine 
for recording his determination, and thus 
enacted tlie measures of monopoly which 
the party had been paid in advance to 
pass. 


In two short years this Congress squan- 


dered an enormous surplus, reduced the 
treasury to the sorest straits, laid heavy 
burdens upon the people and upon indus- 
try, 
and made a determined, though 


fortunately a fruitless effort to rob the 
several states of the right of free elec- 
tions in order to secure for the Republi- 
can party a longer lease of power. It 
sought to buy votes for the future by 
pension legislation of the most reckless 
and unjust character, whose shadow 


his name suggestive even of possibilities 
in connection with honorable office. He 
made Porter the superintendent of the 
census, knowing him to be an already 
discredited manipulator of statistics, a 
foreign adventurer destitute of convic- 
tions and in search of a market for his 
peculiar abilities, a man at that very time 
conducting business as a vulgar wine tout 
in combination with politics, and ready 
to placard his advertisements in the exec- 
utive mansion itself. He permitted this 
man to falsify the census of great states 
by way of robbing them of their just re- 
presentation and thus increasing the 
chances of that party's success to whose 
service lie had hired himself. 


Itiaa sad and shameful story of pledges 


broken: of fiscal legislation bartered for 
campaign funds; o£ elections secured by 
the purchase of voters; of high office 
made the subject of vulgar traffic; of the 
public service, including the most honor- 
able, places, prostituted to the promotion 
of the president's ambitious; of a 
court converted into a sanctuary for the 
protection ofascoundrel; of judicial sub- 
serviency rewarded with high judicial 
place; of debate suppressed in Congress; 
of a surplus squandered, and of the enor- 
mous increase of the people's tax burdens 
that the proceeds might flow into the 
coffers of favored monopolists willing to 
share their spoil with the political organ- 
isation that made its collection possible. 


It is a grievous indictment that is here 


made, but it is perfectly true and it cov- 
ers but a part of the truth. The specifi- 
cations will come later. The facts will 
be given upon which every accusation 
rests. The whole record will l<e laid bare 
—that record wliich the people by their 
votes in November are to approve or 
condemn. 


And this is not a mere recalling of old 


errors—a recurrence of offenses repented 
of. The courses that condemn this ad- 
ministration have been 
continuous.

The administration thus elected de- 


livered to Wanamaker the cabinet ollice 
he had bought, put Tanner into the pen- 
sion office, with his exultant exclamation, 
"God help the surplus!'' hot upon his 
lips, and when his scandalous misconduct 
made his removal a necessity, put Raum 
there instead to work still larger mischief 
in less vociferous fashion, and to fill the 
office with speculations, peculations and 
scandals so sLameful that even the Re<-d 
Congress could not be dragooned into 
palliating them. And in spite of further 
and more flagrant exposure Raum is in 
office still 1 


The administration came into power 


protesting most solemnly its purpose to 
enforce the civil service law in letter and 
spirit, and to extend its sc»i>e and in- 
fluence. It straightway set Clarkson at 
work to behead postmasters at a rate 
wholly unprecedented. The president 
openly farmed out thejederal offices as 
spoils to such liosses as*Quay and Platt, 
and quartered his own relatives and 
partners and chums upon the public ser- 
vice. When the civil service commission 
discovered the most flagrant and shame- 
less abuses in Baltimore and urged the 
removal of numbers of persons by name 
for proved misconduct amounting to 
criminality—misconduct perpetrated in 
the name and on behalf of the adminis- 
tration—the whole matter was jauntily 
put aside by Wanamaker, and the presi- 
dent in no way interfered to redeem his 
pledge or to free himself from the shame 
of it all. 


Dudley was one of the agents in the 


purchase of Mr. Harrison's election, and 
he was found out. Mr. Harrison has 
since refused to hold intimate personal 
relations with the "blocks of five" states- 
man, 
but through his attorney general 


and former law partner he has interfered 
with the admininistration of justice in 
Dudley's case, has caused a judge upon 
the bench to slu'eld and protect crime, 
and has since re warded that judge for his 
corrupt subserviency by elevating him to 
a lu'gher judicial position. 


And within these later months the 


country has seen the president organize 
the civil service into a political machine, 
and with it compel his ewn nomination 
for a second term. 


From the very beginning Mr. Harrison 


has used the appointing power as a means 
of securing a second term for himself. 
He resorted at the outset to a device just- 
ly denounced by the elder president of 
lu's name as wrong and dangerous. He 
muzzled the press of his own party so far 
as criticism of his administration was 
concerned. He made sure of the support 
of the prominent Republican newspapers 
for all his ambitions by putting their 
editors under obligations to himself for 
high office, carrying with it pecuniary 
rewards, political advantages or social 
distinction, according to the known need 
and desire of each of his beneficiaries. 


In certain directions he filled the for- 


eign service with incapable men to oblige 
unworthy interests. He sent Mizner to 
Central America, and kept him there 
long after the country had given expres- 
sion to its disgust and humiliation with 
the conduct of an American minister 
who, 
in the interest of a speculative 


syndicate, sacrificed the honor of the na- 
tion and the flag. 


He sent Egan and MeCreery to Chili, 


with results grievously hurtful both to 
the good name and to the commercial 
interests of the country. 


To Wanamaker he has added Elk-ins 


as a cabinet officer—Elkins, a political 
adventurer and speculator, who had 


Harrison's neglect of duty. And they 
still constitute the administration ma- 
chine in Baltimore and Maryland politics. 


In brief, the administration is what it 


has been. It profits still by the practices 
for which honest men in both parties 
have condemned it in the past. It pro- 
tects its scoundrels uid law breakers. 
It keeps them in office. It uses them in 
politics. It sanctions their creeds and 
their performances. It sent tliem and 
such as them to Minneapolis to nominate 
Mr. Harrison for a second term in spite 
of any desire the Republican party might 
have for some other candidate. 


It still looks to the monopolies it has 


fostered for the money with which to 
cany the election. In their behalf it has 
neglected and refused to enforce such 
laws as there are on the statute books 
adverse to them. Tlie coal conspiracy 
lias been formed during this administra- 
tion. Without let or liindrance it has 
levied a tribute upon the people in face 
of the antitrust law. That law makes 
it tlie imperative duty of the attorney 
general, through the district attorneys, 
to bring criminal prosecutions against all 
the conspirators; but no district attorney 
hits moved, and the attorney general 
weakly protests that he has no informa- 
tion toucliiug the conspiracy. 


In the interest of good government it 


is necessary to chastise official misconduct 
by defeat. The men and the party now 
in power must be sent into retirement 
for the public good. Our public life is in 
need of disinfection. It is time to restore 
legislation to its proper service of all the 
people. 


The simple facts of these four years' 


history constitute the most conclusive 
reasons for refusing to intrust this ad- 
ministration or the party it represents 
with a further lease of power. It will be 
the purpose of tliis series of letters to lay 
those facts clearly before the public.—N. 
T, World.

enue ; Gen. Charles Denby was appoint- 
ed minister to China; Gen. Edward 
Bragg was twice tendered an important 
office; gallant General Henry B. Lover- 
ing, who left a leg on a southern battle- 
field, was made United States marshall 
at Boston; for postmaster in the same 
city he selected Gen. John M. Corse, 
who, from the top of Altooua. sent down 
the tlirilliug and defiant message: "I 
have lost one ear and a part of one cheek, 
but can lick all hell yet;" he made Chas. 
W. Roberta collector of the port of Ban- 
gor, and Captain Cummings ]K>stmaster 
of the same city; he appointed Col. Win. 
R. Morrison an inter-state commerce 
commissioner. 


These are but a very few of the Union 


veterans whom Mr. Cleveland selected 
for important positions of honor and 
trust. 
Hundreds of minor positions 


were filled by him with veteran soldiers 
of the Union army, to say nothing of the 
large number who were appointed by 
cabinet officers and heads of departments.

A Monstrous Measure. 


Bourke Cockran, the great orator, in 


a recent speech handled the Force bill 
without gloves in the following able 
manner: "What is the election bill ? 
Stripped of all its verbiage it is this: 
That the United States are to appoint 
in each state a general supervisor of 
elections; that the supervisor haa com' 
plete control over congressional elec- 
tions in every district of tbe state. He 
can employ as many deputies as he 
chooses. He can search the house be- 
fore election to see if there are any 
fraudulent voters there concealed. But 
the real danger in this measure lies in 
the clause which provides that after 
each election these Federal officers 
would certify the return of .the members 
elected to the house of representatives. 
It doesn't matter who gets the votes. 
It doesn't matter who has five or six 
or ten thousand majority. The Federal 
supervisor fixes the identity of the indi- 
vidual who attends before the speaker's 
desk to be sworn in on the day when 
congress organizes. 


"You may gay that perhaps the Re- 


publican party will be honest in the ex- 
ercise of this power. Well, gentlemen, 
I do not believe that there ever yet has 
been given to any man or set of men a 
power to oppress his fellow citizens for 
his own benefit that the power has not 
been exercised, and if you give the Re- 
publican party power to perpetuate its 
own control in the house of representa- 
tives there-is nothing in its history to 
show that it would exercise that power 
in a spirit of moderation. 
Look at the 


history of tbe Fifty-first congress to as- 
certain just how this power would be 
exercised.

Lack of Trees a Cause of Famine. 
An article in a leading Russian 


periodical attributes the present distress 
in that country—the terrible famine. 
with the inevitable pestilence following 
in its wake—very largely, .although 
indirectly to the wholesale forest de- 
struction that li:is been going on there 
during the present century, 


So far back as 1S30 a report to the 


Imperial Agricultural Society predicted 
the present conditions unless the de- 
struction of the forests was stopped. 
'•Our country is fiat" it said, "and, 
denuded of its trees, is accessible to 
every wind." 


The terrible east wind meets with no 


obstacle, and destruction follows iu its 
train. In tlite wind lies our fate, per- 


ps to be encountered in the near 


future. 


The forest covering the upper and 


middle courses of the rivers Volga, Don 
and Dnniiper have, in many sections, dis- 
appeared, and wasted plains spread iu 
their place. The rivers grow sliallower 
year by year and the Vorskia, once an 
abundant tributary of the Dneiper, and 
comparable to the Hudson or Delaware. 
i50 miles in length, has completely and 
permanently dried up. 


Other important rivers are meeting 


the same fate, so that the physical geog- 
raphy of a large part of the Empire is 
radically changing. The rain-fall is di- 
minished, and drouth, of course, results 
in famine. 


Russia's folly and sin are felt by the 


rest of the civilized world, for her pover- 
ty-stricken hordes, driven to other coun- 
tries by famine and persecution, carry 
with them ignorance, disease and lower 
standards of civilizatiou. The outlook 
is depressing. 


The Russian Government is now mak- 


ing an effort for forest preservation, but 
it comes Mo late to remedy the vast 
evils wrought.

Food of Farm Plant*. 


Tbe amount of plant food taken from 


the soil by crops ia much smaller than 
is apparent, judging by the manure and 
fertilizers usnally used, as plants consist 
so largely of water. Large quantities 
of manure are applied for the purpose 
of increasing the yields without any 
results appearing. 
This depends upon 


the solubility of the manure. That 
•which is made from coarse material and 
which has not been in the heap a suffi- 
cient length of time to decompose will 
not be available in the soil for the crop, 
and the plants will be compelled to de- 
pend upon the plant food already exist- 
ing in the soil in a soluble condition. 
The application of manure and fertili- 
zers to crops is often greater than the 
demands of the crop, but losses may oc- 
cur on light soils from portions of the 
plant food being carried away by leach- 
ing, doe to rains, or melting snows i; 
the manure is applied m the fall, ant 
also if fertilizers are used, but this result 
is governed by the texture of the soil 
the kind of manure, the season of the 
year and the solubility of the manure. 


REQUIREMENTS OF CROPS. 


A crop of corn will shrink about one- 


fifth of its weight U stored in a dry place 
This loss is only water. 
If the dry 


com produces about 3oOO pounds of 
grain per acre, the plant fcod taken 
from the soil will amount to about 20 
pounds of nitrogen, 16 pounds of phos- 
phoric acid and 71 pounds of potash, bnl 
the fodder will remove from the soi 
about 56 pounds of nitrogen, 19 pounds 
phosphoric acid and 11 pounds potash 
the grain requiring the larger sharp ol 
potash, and the fodder the greater pro- 
portion of nitrogen. 
With wheat the 


proportions are somewhat changed, as 
the straw requires nearly nine times its 
much potash as the grain, the phos- 
phoric acid for the grain and straw be- 
ing nearly equal, while tbe grain requires 
about one-fourth as much nitrogen as 
the straw. 
A crop of 45 bushels o! 


wheat from one acre would take from 
the soil, for both the grain and the 
straw, about 41 pounds of nitrogen, 14 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 49 pounds 
of potash, proportions that are not very 
great for so large a yield, and which 
quantity is applied every season, in the 
shape of fertilizers, by many fanners 
yet they do not secure the yields that 
such plant foods should produce, to sa> 
nothing of the plant food that is derived 
from the soil also, which demonstrates 
that the farmer either loses some of his 
plant food after application to thu soil 
or it is not readily available for the 
crop. It is probabli) that something is 
yet to be learned in regard to " hen the 
fertilizers are to be applied. "Whether 
the plant food should be applied at tbe 
time of seeding, or at different stages of 
growth, in order to derive the best re- 
sults, must depend on the observations 
of the farmer, and his knowledge of the 
particular soils he cultivates. One thing 
is assured, which is, that the exaci 
amount of plant food, in the shape o: 
fertilizers, required to produce a certain 
number of bushels of grain, and its pro- 
portion of straw and fodder, will always 
exceed that which enters into the com 
position of the crop. 


How to make a good road depends on 


the locality and the materials most eas 
ily and cheaply procured, but the farm 
ers in each community are in duty 
bound to take the matter into their own 
hands by refusing to elect any one to 
the position of road manager unless he 
is capable, and they should not only 
agitate the subject, but insist on goocj 
roads. 


"Wires a dense growth of weeds are 


allowed to go to seed the land is drawn 
upon almost as severely as v/hen a crop 
of grain is produced. No farmer shouW 
wilfully allow a crop of wheat to be 
grown and the seed wasted, thus exhaust- 
ing the soil to that extent, and the land 
should not be compelled to produce the 
seeds of weeds, which draw more from 
the soil than grains. 


DIG out the bores from the peach trees 


now, and cut as far into the wood as pos- 
sible rather than to allow a borer to es- 
cape. It will not injure the trees to out 
into them, provided the cuts are not made 
across the bark too severely. Cuts that 
lire made with the grain (up and down 
the bark) will cause no damage. 


BRAN should never be left out of the 


ration, whether the cows have plenty of 
other food or not, for the reason that it 
is the best source from which to obtain 
the lime and other mineral elements that 
promote growth and which enter into the 
composition of milk. 


Is preparing winter quarters for the 


bees the hives should be placed where the 
temperature will be as uniform as possi- 
ble. If the colonies are strong, and the 
location is too warm, the animal heat 
from the bodies of the bees will raise the 
temperature within the hive too high for 
comfort, while if too low the bees may 
be injured on extremely cold days. A 
cellar should be an excellent place for 
the hives if it is drv. 


ONE of the best uses to which the 


teams may be put at this season is in 
hauling dry dirt for use hi the stables 
during winter. Dry dirt is clean, disin- 
fecting and an excellent absorbent. 


DISEASE may lie carried from one tree 


to another by the pruning knife. Always 
dip the knife in a weak solution of car- 
bolic acid after use. 


EVEN limestone soils are benefited l>y 


an application of lime, as the lime is dif- 
ferent in composition from the insoluble 
carbonate of lime in the soil. 


DELICATE CHICKEN SOUP.—Put a 


well-grown chicken in a soup kettle with 
three quarts of cold water, let come to a 
boil, skim carefully and let simmer 
slowly until meat falls off tbe bones; 
add a slice of onion and a sprig of pais- 
ley, let simmer fifteen minutes, strain, 
return to the kettle; add half a teacup 
of rice, let boil half an hour and serve. 


Amuc tea has been steeped in boiling 


water for three minutes over five-sixtlis 
of the valuable constituents are extract- 
ed. At the end of ten minutes the 
leaves are almost entirely exhausted. 
Prolonged infusion gives no additional 
strength to the liquid, but it does cause 
the loss by volatilization of the flavoring 
principles.

Making Posti Bumble, 


A correspondent wishes to know if 


there is any better way to render posts 
durable when set in the ground than to 
char them, and il there is, he inquires 
for the mode. In answer, charring posts, 
as commonly done, does not materially 
improve them. The charcoal, which is 
thus made to encase them, is more or less 
porous, and admits the water from the 
soil to pass through into the wood, where 
it operates to produce decay the same as 
if all were wood. There is only one way 
to prevent this decay, and to prevent the 
weakness of the charcoal from occupying 
the large portion of the post as a stiflener, 
and that is to heat the wood to a degree 
that shall slightly txirn the wood brown 
all through it. It will thus retain most 
of its stiffness, while the slight charring 
will prevent decay. Some experience is 
required to determine the degree at which 
this partial trial will take place. 


Petroleum and coal tar are frequently 


recommended and used, but then: value 
varies with conditions. Coal tar applied 
hot may be made to form an impervious 
casing, shutting out air and moisture, 
but of course not preventing it from en- 
tering above. Bottled up in this manner 
it may promote decay. With different 
conditions it may prove a useful appli- 
cation. 


"\Vith shingles it acts differently, being 


wholly exposed to the rain and air. Ap- 
ply the petroleum by dipping the shingles 
in it in a tub of the oil, and allow a few 
hours for it to soak thoroughly into the 
pores of the wood, and then lay them in 
the usual way. It may be applied less 
perfectly to the shingles after they are 
laid, using a coarse brash forthe purpose, 
and it should be renewed once in seven 
or eight years. It affects the rainwater 
only for a few weeks. In applying it to 
the roof, crowd the points of the brush 
into the crevices between the shingles.— 
Country Gentleman.
